Warrant   for   Town  Meeting. 


To  Levi  O.  Maxfield,  Constable  of  the  town  of  Casco. 

Greeting  : — In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby- 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Casco, 
qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  and  assemble  at  the 
Town  House  in  said  town  on  Monday,  the  second  day  of  March,  A. 
D.,  1891,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
articles,  to  wit: 

1st.    To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

2nd.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3rd.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4th.  To  determine  what  compensation  the  Collector  shall  receive 
for  his  services  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5th.  To  raise  money  for  support  of  schools. 

6th.  To  raise  money  for  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

7th.  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  poor  and  to  defray  all 
other  town  charges. 

8th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  or  hire  a  Town  Farm. 
If  so  to  raise  money  for  same. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  pair  of  oxen  or  horses, 
and  hire  a  man  to  run  the  road  machine. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  money  to  pay  the  indebtedness 
of  town  caused  by  the  Songo  Road  and  Bridge,  road  at  foot  of  Pleas- 
ant Pond  and  balance  due  on  School  Books. 

11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  road  known 
as  the  John  Stone  road. 

12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  George  B.  Robinson  for 
the  damage  received  to  his  horse. 

The  Selectmen  will  be  in  session  at  the  Town  House  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  2nd  day  of  March,  A.  D.,  1891,  at  9  o'clock  for  the  purpose 
of  correcting  the  list  of  voters.

District  No.  1. — Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  Edith  Parker  of, 
Windham,  she  was  a  teacher  of  good  reputation.  Owing  to  sickness 
which  soon  resulted  in  death  she  was  obliged  to  resign.  The  term 
was  finished  by  Miss  Maud  L.  LeGrow  of  Windhanr.  No.  of  scholars 
in  district,  57:  registered  35 ;  average  attendance  32.  No.  of  weeks,  9. 
Miss  LeGrow  is  an  excellent  teacher,  and  the  District  was  very  fort- 
unate to  secure  the  services  of  such.  Her  school  was  orderly  and 
first  class. 

Fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Abbie  H.Sawyer  of  Gray.  No.  of 
scholars  registered,  34;  average  attendance,  24;  length  of  school,  10 
weeks.  Miss  Sawyer  came  to  this  school  highly  reccomended  and  she 
fully  sustained  her  reputation  here. 

Winter  term  was  also  taught  by  Miss  SawjTer.  No.  of  scholars 
registered,  23;  average  attendance,  17.  She  met  with  her  former 
good  success. 

Dist.  No.  2. — Summer  term.  No.  scholars  in  district,  37;  register- 
ed, 18;  average  attendance,  10;  number  of  weeks,  10;  Miss  Viola  V. 
Burnham  of  Poland  teacher.  She  is  a  teacher  who  wins  the  good  will 
of  her  pupils  to  make  her  school  a  success. 

Winter  term  now  in  session  and  here  reported  to  date :  Eegistered, 
13;  average  attendance,  10;  No.  of  weeks  intended,  12.  Mr.  George 
W.  Fields  is  in  charge  of  this  school.  Mr.  Fields  is  a  practical  teach- 
er. I  visited  the  school  near  the  commencement  and  anticipate  great  re- 
sults. If  those  neighbors  who  labored  so  hard  to  injure  the  school, 
had  turned  their  energies  towards  success  this  school  might  have 
ranked  second  to  none.  The  scholars  in  attendance  have  made  excel- 
lent progress  and  my  recent  visit  was  two  weeks  previous  to  closing. 
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Dist.  No.  3.— Summer  term.  No.  of  scholars  in  the  District,  14; 
registered,  8 ;  average  attendance,  7 ;  number  of  weeks,  9.  Miss  Grace 
Leach  had  charge  of  this  school.  Her  labors  were  crowned  .with  suc- 
cess. 

Winter  term.  Registered,  10;  average  attendance,  8;  number  of 
weeks,  10  3-5.  Miss  Alice  B.  Marean  teacher.  She  is  a  good  scholan 
and  her  aim  is  to  give  thorough  instruction.  The  school  was  highly  es- 
teemed. 

Dist.  No.  4. —  Summer  term .  No.  of  scholars  in  district,  21 ; 
registered,  14 ;  average  attendance,  12 ;  number  of  weeks,  8.  Miss 
Lydia  R.  Smith  of  Wayne  teacher.  She  is  a  teacher  of  experience 
and  her  labors  here  were  satisfactory. 

Winter  term.  Registered,  14;  average  attendance,  12 ;  number  of 
weeks.  15.  Miss  Hattie  M.  Hancock  of  Otisfield  teacher.  This  was 
her  first  school  and  her  success  here  gives  promise  of  a  successful 
teacher. 

Dist.  No.  5. — Summer  term.  No.  of  scholars  in  district,  22; 
registered,  10 ;  average  attendance,  7 ;  number  weeks,  9.  Miss  Marilla 
M.  Curtis,  who  had  the  school  one  year  ago,  was  again  in  charge. 
T  was  satisfied  with  the  school. 

Winter  term.  Registered,  13 ;  average  attendance,  9 ;  number  weeks, 
15  1-2.  Miss  Lizzie  G.  Seavey  of  Harrison,  teacher.  She  is  a  teacher 
of  experience  and  her  interest  for  young  pupils  made  her  a  most  ex- 
cellent teacher  for  this  school. 

Dist.  No.  6. — Summer  term.  No.  of  scholars  in  district,  34;  regis- 
tered, 24;  average  attendance,  19;  number  weeks,  8.  Miss  Gertrude 
C.  Cook  had  charge  of  this  school.  This  was  her  first  school.  Her 
success  was  such  that  would  credit  an  older  teacher. 

Winter  term.  Registered,  23;  average,  17;  number  weeks,  10. 
Mr.  Wm.  C.  Holden,  of  Windham,  teacher.  His  school  was  very 
orderly  and  the  scholars  thoroughly  instructed. 

Dist.  No.  7. — Summer  term.  No.  of  scholars  in  district  25 ;  reg- 
istered 14;  average  attendance  12;  No.  of  weeks  9.  Miss  Alice  B. 
Marean,  teacher.    Her  pupils  were  well  instructed. 

Winter  term.  Registered  16 ;  average  attendance  13 ;  No.  of  weeks 
10  3-5.    School  taught  by  F.  E.  Thurlow. 

Dist.  No.  9.— Summer  term.  No.  of  scholars  in  district  63 ;  reg- 
istered 22;  average  17;  length  of  school  10  weeks.  This  term  was 
begun  by  Mr.  Walter  Gammon  of  Poland,  who  registered  some  40 
scholars,  and  was  giving  promise  of  great  success.    The  school  was 
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in  session  but  about  three  weeks,  when  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Gam- 
mon brought  it  to  a  close.  Mr.  Charles  L.  Barton  was  employed  to 
finish  the  term.  Notwitstanding  the  rebellious  feelings  and  the  dis- 
graceful means  practiced  by  some  in  the  district  to  break  up  the 
school,  Mr.  Barton  came  out  victorious,  and  the  scholars  in  attendance 
made  good  progress. 

Fall  term.  Registered  41;  average  attendance  40 ;  length  of  term 
8  weeks.  This  school  was  in  charge  of  Mr.  Fred  H.  Cobb  of  Poland. 
Mr.  Cobb  begun  this  school  under  difficulties,  and  more  or  less  of  the 
summer  trouble  reigned  until  strict  rules  were  laid  down  by  the  Super- 
visor and  well  enforced  by  the  teacher.   This  term  was  profitable. 

Winter  term  is  now  in  session  under  Mr.  Cobb,  with  some  35  regis- 
tered ;  length  of  school  10  weeks.  T  made  a  recent  visit  to  the  school 
and  was  much  pleased  with  the  appearance  of  the  school  and  progress 
made. 

Our  schools  for  the  past  year  have  been  generally  satisfactory. 
There  are  some  evils  which  ought  to  be  overcome,  and  which  there  is 
law  enough  to  aid  us  if  we  only  employ  the  means  of  evidence. 

The  law  compulsory  for  a  child  between  eight  and  fifteen  years  of 
age  to  attend  school  at  least  sixteen  weeks  in  one  year,  makes  it  nec- 
essary for  some  means  to  be  devised  that  the  annual  record  of  each 
pupil  may  be  kept  so  the  law  can  be  easil  y  enforced. 

[  would  suggest  tor  this  that  record  books  he  provided  for  the  sev- 
eral districts,  and  the  actual  number  of  days  that  a  pupil  has  attend- 
ed school  can  be  readily  ascertained,  and  whether  it  is  within  the  cal- 
endar year  (not  fiscal)  which  T  believe  the  law  covers. 

Many  parents  are  too  fond  of  keeping  their  scholars  out  of  school 
to  work,  and  still  claim  that  they  are  members  of  the  school  although 
they  are  absent  weeks  at  a  time. 

T  can  show  an  instance  where  a  scholar  attended  school  only  thir- 
teen days  during  a  term  of  eleven  weeks,  and  vet  he  was  a  member  of 
the  school  the  last  half  day.  How  that  school  must  have  averaged 
with  several  such ! 

In  conclusion  let  me  say,  school  districts  have  your  winter  terms 
begin  earlier  and  at  times  that  will  be  better  for  your  children  to  at- 
tend, and  not  at  times  when  you  want  to  get  them  out  o?  the  wav,  or 
nothing  for  them  to  do.  My  aim  in  these  remarks  are  made  with  feel- 
ings of  interest  for  education,  and  that  children  should  be  taught  that 
it  is  a  matter  of  business  and  not  a  pastime  pleasure.  Regular  and 
punctual  at  school,  regular  and  punctual  through  life  and  the  reward 
is  success.

District  No.  1. — Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  Addie  M.  Moses  of 
North  Gorham.  No.  of  scholars  in  district,  51 ;  registered,  37 ;  aver- 
age attendance,  31 ;  No.  of  weeks,  8.  This  was  her  first  school  yet 
she  managed  this  school  in  a  manner  which  would  have  done  credit 
to  a  teacher  of  a  successful  experience. 

Fall  term  was  also  taught  by  Miss  Moses.  No.  of  scholars  regis- 
tered, 44;  average  attendance,  34;  length  of  school,  10  weeks.  I 
think  Miss  Moses  has  clearly  demonstrated  the  fact  that  she  knows 
how  to  teach  a  good  school. 

Winter  term  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Ella  F.  Moses  of  Gorham.  Reg- 
istered, 33:  average  attendance,  23;  No.  of  weeks  school,  10.  Owing 
to  sickness  I  was  unable  to  visit  this  school  at  the  close  of  the  term. 
I  think  she  gave  general  satisfaction. 

District  No.  2. — Summer  term  taught  by  Mrs.  Grace  O.  Tukey. 
No.  of  scholars  in  district  34 ;  registered,  17 ;  average  attendance,  13 ; 
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number  of  weeks,  8.  Mrs.  Tukey  is  a  teacher  who  is  liked  by  both 
parents  and  scholars.    She  gave  entire  satisfaction. 

Winter  term.  Registered,  13 ;  average,  10;  number  of  weeks  12. 
Miss  Eunice  Fobes,  of  Paris,  teacher.  She  is  a  lady  of  rare  abilities. 
Perfect  harmony  reigned  throughout  this  term.  This  school  made 
excellent  progress. 

District  No.  3. — Summer  term.  No.  of  scholars  in  district,  17; 
registered,  12 ;  average,  10.  This  school  was  under  the  instruction  of 
Miss  Callie  Y.  Jordan  of  this  town.  Miss  Jordan  is  a  teacher  who 
labors  hard  for  the  benefit  of  her  scholars.  For  order,  promptness 
in  recitations  and  the  general  appearance,  this  school  is  deserving  of 
great  credit. 

Winter  term  taught  by  Miss  Jordan.  Registered,  9;  average,  9; 
number  of  weeks,  14.  This  school  maintained  its  high  degree  of 
excellence. 

District  No.  4. — Summer  term.  No.  of  scholars  in  the  district, 
24;  registered,  13;  average,  12.  This  school  was  instructed  by  Miss 
Grace  E.  Watkins.  She  is  a  young  teacher  of  good  education,  and  I 
think  with  experience  can  teach  a  good  school. 

Winter  term.  Registered,  15;  average,  12;  number  weeks,  15.  Miss 
Edith  O.  Grover  of  Bethel,  teacher.  She  is  a  fine  scholar  and  a  good 
teacher.    This  school  made  a  great  improvement. 

District  No.  5. — Summer  term  taught  by  Mr.  Chas.  H.  Barton. 
No.  of  scholars  in  district,  18;  registered,  11;  average  attendance,  10; 
length  of  school,  9  weeks.  Mr.  Barton  is  a  very  good  teacher.  His 
scholars  learned  well. 

Winter  term.  Registered  12 ;  average,  9 ;  number  of  weeks,  17. 
Miss  Alice  B.  Mareau,  teacher.  She  labored  faithfully  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  her  scholars.    The  school  was  very  successful. 

District  No.  6.— Summer  term.  Number  of  scholars  in  district, 
32;  registered,  20;  average,  16;  No.  of  weeks,  10.  This  school  was 
taught  by  Miss  Caroline  M.  Holden.    She  met  with  very  good  success. 

Winter  term.  Registered,  23 ;  average  attendance,  20 ;  No.  of  weeks, 
11.  Mr.  W.  C.  Holden,  who  had  the  school  one  year  ago  was  again 
instructor.    I  think  his  school  was  wTell  instructed. 

District  No.  7.— Summer  term.  No.  of  scholars  in  district,  36; 
registered,  20 ;  average,  14 ;  No.  of  weeks,  8.  Miss  Grace  Leach, 
teacher-   I  think  she  labored  hard  to  attain  success. 
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Winter  term.  Registered,  24;  average,  20;  No.  of  weeks,  18.  This 
school  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Isabel  Day,  of  Lewiston.  She  is  a  com- 
petent, wide-awake,  energetic  teacher.   Her  school  was  a  success. 

District  No.  9. — Summer  term.  No.  scholars  in  district,  64;  reg- 
istered, 38 ;  average,  30 ;  No.  weeks,  10. 

Fall  term.    Registered,  26 ;  average,  21 ;  length  of  term,  8. 

Winter  term.  Registered,  40;  average,  32;  length,  10  weeks.  The 
schools  in  this  district  for  the  year  have  been  in  charge  of  the  veteran 
teacher,  Miss  A.  A.  Stevens  of  Windham.  This  district  was  very  for- 
tunate in  securing  so  able  a  teacher.  Her  schools  were  indeed  first 
class. 


Our  schools  for  the  past  year  have  been  very  successful  with  a  very 
few  exceptions.  The  attendance  has  not  been  as  large  as  it  .should 
have  been.  Parents,  see  that  your  children  attend  school  every  day 
during  school  sessions.  Remember  that  the  time  for  schooling  is  short 
and  the  child's  learning  must  be  obtained  in  the  school-room.  If  in- 
fluence and  kindly  advice  will  not  accomplish  this,  then  we  must  use 
the  legal  measures. 

Parents  should  take  a  deeper  interest  in  the  schools,  and  by  visiting 
them  occasionally,  show  to  the  teacher  and  to  the  children,  how  anx- 
ious they  are  that  the  schools  should  prosper. 

Agents,  employ  only  good  teachers. 

Parents,  see  that  your  children  attend  school  regularly. 

Many  thanks  for  the  courtesy  shown  me  by  teachers,  parents, 
scholars  and  all  with  whom  I  have  associated  during  the  past  year.
